The New York exchange traces the use of the word seat for 
T':i exchange meinbci’shij) back to the days before 18 <1 when trading 
ojcrateri under the cull system. Members then sat at specific seats 
:■ id made tlieir bids on .stocks as an exchange official slowly read 

them. , . 

But the seats were abandoned when the contmuous-market sys- 
1-in came in. _ This is the sy.steni currently in use and involves a 
meady flow of buying and selling whicJi leaves a member no time 
\ i .sit, even if there were a seat. 

The New York exchange has 1,366 seats, or memberships. The 
,• mevican exchange has 650. 

Their pi'ices, basically, are governed in part by the law of 
, ;i^ply an<l demand and by the amount of volume—the nurnbey of 
r .lai'cs which change hands. When volume is up. so are seat prices,

COHO SALMON STOCKED i 
i Coho salmon, of Pacific coast 

. origin, were recently stocked in 
the Quinebaug River by the Con¬ 
necticut Board of Fi.sheries &. 
Game. Ted B. Bampton. the' 
Board’s Director, jHiints out that 
this initial stocking was strictly 
I experimental, designed to detcr- 
j mine whether the fish will sur- 
' vive and return to the Quinebaug 
! after .spending a period of growth 
1 in salt water. 

j 17.000 of the young salmon 
I were put into the river down¬ 
stream of the Tunnel Dam In 
I Preston. They ranged in size from 
four to eight inches'and weighed 
an average of one-tenth of a 
]xiund each. The coho , were 
hatched from eggs received from 
the west coast and delivered in 
January 1967. 'Die smolts were 
raised at Burlington. 

Coho, as do other Pacific coast 
aalmon, spawn once and then <Iio.

Those 
that return after the shoil stay 
in .salt water, called “jiu.'ks,” av¬ 
erage 18 to 20 inches. Those that 
spend the full term mature at an 
average size of eight pounds. 

The coho is the salmon which 
has prorided such fantastic fish¬ 
ing in fjuke Michigan. 

If the coho do return to the 
Thames River sy.'Stem, most of 
the sport fishery should occur in 
I the estuary downstream of Nor- 
j wich and in Long Island Sound 
near the mouth of the Thames.

FISHING NAVIGATION 

Navigation as practiced on 
the "high seas" has little appli¬ 
cation on the average fishing 
waters, but navigation — of a 
sorts — can be an important 
aspect of every fishing trip. 

Seldom is a knowledge ol 
murine navigation necessary to 
most angleivs, say the fishing 
experts at Mercury outboards. 
However, they add, an ac- 
quuintanceship with a few 
ru(limeiit.s won't hurt, cither. 

For example, knowing how 
to determine the boat's ap¬ 
proximate position on a large, 

, lake not only helps keep one 
on course, but the same pro-' 
cedure enables a man to lo-' 
cate a hidden bar or dropoff 
where the fishing’s good. 

• Necessary tools Include com¬ 
pass, chart, ruler and pencil. 

, Using the triangulation 
method, it becomes a simple 
chore to establish the boat’s 
position In relation to compass 
readings from prominent land¬ 
marks. 

The easiest way Is to align 
the chart’s "north" arrow with 
the compas.s needle. Hold a 
ruler over the chart and take 
a sighting at a feature on shore ’ 
that also shows up on the 
chart. Draw a line on the chart ’ 
along the straight edge. ; 

Then repeat the procedure 
on another landmark — on 
the opposite shore, if possible. 
Where the second line inter¬ 
sects the first you have your 
approximate position. 

By reversing the steps, it is 
possible to run a boat up to a 
certain compass bearing and 
then Jockey along it to reach 
the cross reference point where 
you -want to fish. 

This system is only as good 
as the operator, note the Mer¬ 
cury lads, but with practice 
it can become reasonably ac¬ 
curate. 

Complicated? Not really. And 
It sure saves a lot of time 
finding those "lost".holes.
